Twenty-seven persons entered into a legal organization on 
May 9, 1903, under the corporate name of Hancock Historical 
Society, and after adopting a Constitution and By-Laws, chose 
the following board of officers, viz: Orland Eaton, President ; 
Henry F. Robinson, Andrew B. Stone, Lewis Hunt, Lizzie 
(Symonds) Boutelle, L. Vernon Briggs, Vice Presidents ; Abbie 
M. Symonds, Secretary; Helen C. Duncan, Treasurer; Cristy 
H. Duncan, Auditor. 

The same persons were reelected, to these offices, at the 
annual meeting on Feb. 17, 1904. The present membership of 
the society is between forty and fifty. It now owns, veseeetHy 
free of debt, the brick house built by Charles Symonds, com- 
monly known now as the Priest house, corner of Main and 
Bennington streets, but needs funds to properly fit it up for its 
purposes, as it now hopes to do in the spring or early summer. 
The Society now possesses a large and increasing collection of 
manuscripts, papers and historical articles.
